less grain is the - surest , -way of 
maintaining egg production of the 
poultry Hock during the hot weather 
and thus assuring a profit from the 
hens on -Indiana farms declared H. 
\V. Fitting, of thc; poultry extension 
staff of Purdue ^ Dniversitj-, recently 
in discussing how" to make the hens 
.pay during the summer. . 


During June with 'the hot weather 


settling down in ; earnest the grain 
fed to heijs should, lie reduced so 
that equal parts of :grain and mash 
are consumed by the. hens, said Mr. 
Fitting. This1 will; in'ean'v that not over 
about -M poun<3 of - jfrain a day to 
the hundred hems be fed the 'heavy 
breeds asd not over 10. pounds a 
day to the light breeds. This is ne- 
cessary to keep up egg production. 
This grain to' mash proportion ap- 
plies only to .the Purdue Ration. 


There are several methods which 


can be employed to induce heavier 
mash consumption. One of the best 
way is to feed no grain to hens in 
summer, excepting the night feed- 
ing. If in addition to this practice 
the liens are confined to house each 
day until at' lcast".10:00 o'clock thov 
v.-ill consume iiiiielr greater quantities 
of mash. O'n\^naii'y farms mash con- 
sumption is law Jliec-ause of insufli- 
cient masli. hopper space so that 
hens have to/jorpwd to the 
mash 


hoppers. One foqt of inasb hopper 
space .should .te. provided for each 
<eu hens. Even 'where large mash 
ihejppers are present in the. house a 
masii trough or two in addition as 
arc usdj at Purdue will stimulate 
more mash consumption. Hens will 
not consume large aanouuts of mash 
unless it i» reasonably palatable.
